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THOUSANDS of people greeted the 
Olympic flame with whistles and cheers 
as it was carried through Newmarket on 
Saturday. 

About 15,000 spectators lined High Street and 
Fordham Road as early as two hours before the 
torch convoy arrived at 5.20pm - despite 
occasional downpours. 

Torchbearer Andy Mcgowan was first out of

and it felt very welcoming as well.” 


Two horses from the City of London police 
looked on as the flame passed the iconic clock 
tower and made its way down High Street en 
route to Cambridge. 

Sgt Mark Shipton of the Newmarket Safer 
Neighbourhood Team said: “Newmarket is known 
for its racing and horses and I think what better 
thing to have than two police horses here.”

Cllr Chris Barker, vice- 
chairman of Forest Heath District 
Council, said: “It’s a day of all 
days. I personally was at the 
1948 Olympics. My father took 
me down and to have it again in 
England is absolutely amazing.” 

Larry Kirwan, who helped the 
Waggon and Horses pub in High 
Street with its hog roast, said he 
had seen about 20 people lifting 
small children onto their 
shoulders to help them get a 
glimpse of the action. 

He said: “The atmosphere has 
been absolutely brilliant, 
everybody has been enjoying 


themselves from kids up to 
granddads. 

“You have to take your hats off 
to the council, they have done a 
really good job. Everybody has 
been on good form and the 
comments have been so positive 
about it all.” 

Sheltering under a gazebo 
decorated with homemade 
bunting, friends and family had 
feasted on an English picnic 
featuring quails’ eggs and 
strawberries and cream. 

Lesley Forbes-Lange, 49, from 
Newmarket, said about 40 
people had popped in during the 
afternoon. She said: “We 


couldn’t get tickets for the 
Olympics so we thought we 
would make this an occasion.” 

She said it had been brilliant 
to see the torch go past and 
added: “It’s a one-off so we were 
very excited, we had our bunting 
and flags going, it was lovely. We 
have had people coming in we 
have never met before, we have 
been inviting all and sundry in.” 

Raymond Dorans, who lives a 
stone’s throw from torchbearer 
Cheryl Scotland-Wigg in 
Newmarket, had turned out with 
his family for the occasion. He 
said he wanted to see more 
events like this in Newmarket. 

The 42-year-old said: “There 
isn’t often something like this 
that brings the community 
together, this can only be good 
for Newmarket.” 

Claire Wright, 40, who was 
visiting Newmarket with her 
family from March to see the 
torch, said: “It’s a once-in-a- 
lifetime thing - it will be for us.

She said she thought to herself 
during her time with the torch 'I'm 
the only person in the world now 
holding this flame'. 


Maxine spoke to youngsters at 
Exning Primary School on Friday 
about the Olympic Games, how 
she became a torchbearer, what 
she had to do and the little ones 
got to hold the torch themselves. 

Aaron Bettoney, 13, from Red 
Lodge, carried the torch in 
Aylsham in Norfolk last 
Wednesday. He was nominated by 
his mum, Karen, because of the 
way he coped after being hit by a 
car while cycling four years ago. 

His sister, Sian Bettoney, 15, said 
lots of family members and school 
friends from Mildenhall College 
had turned out for the occasion. 
She said: "He was really proud to 
do it. It was a once-in-a-lifetime 
thing for him and I think it meant 


the world to him to do it after his 
accident and everything." 

Keren Goff, from Fordham, carried 
the flame through Haverhill on 
Saturday. She said: "It was crazy, 
there were so many people, 
thousands of people, the sun 
shone for us which was great. It 
was an amazing day." 

She said she was chosen as a 
torchbearer for her fundraising 
work for Cancer Research UK. She 
started running and fundraising 
for the charity two years ago after 
losing 5st 2lb and has already 
raised £6,000 for the good cause. 

She said: "I was very proud and 
honoured to do it for them, it was 
just fantastic." 


Five years jail 
for man who 
robbed OAP 


A MAN has been jailed 
for robbing a 76-year-old 
woman who suffered 
head and facial injuries 
during the incident. 

Sean Woods, 21, was 
sentenced to five years 
in prison at Ipswich 
Crown Court on 
Monday for the robbery 
which took place in 
Kingsway, Mildenhall, 
at about 10.45pm on 
March 10. 

The victim, who was 
recovering from a stroke, 
suffered a fractured arm 
as well as the other 
injuries as her handbag 
was grabbed. 

She was treated at 
West Suffolk Hospital in 
Bury St Edmunds. 

Woods, of Girton 
Close, Mildenhall, had 
pleaded guilty to an 
offence of robbery on 
June 1. 

He was also handed 
two prison sentences 
each of three months 
which will run 
consecutively for two 
counts of theft in 
relation to two incidents 
which took place in 
Mildenhall on February 
18 and 23. 

Det Con Sarah 
Shepperson of Suffolk 
Police said: “The 
sentencing at court 
outlines the seriousness

of the crime committed 
against a vulnerable 
woman. The victim was 
left traumatised by the 
incident but the 
sentencing can 

hopefully now give her 
some closure.” 

Bjorn Grahn, 20, was 
handed a suspended 
sentence at Ipswich 
Crown Court on 
Monday for having a 
bladed article in a 
public place on March 
10 after pleading guilty 
to the offence on June 
18. 

He was sentenced to 
six months in prison 
suspended for 18 
months. He was also 
given an 18-month 
supervision requirement 
and a skills programme. 

Grahn, of Riverside 
Close in the town, was 
also ordered to carry out 
120 hours of unpaid 
work. 


Play area ‘too 
close to walk’ 


TRAINERS have said 
placing a play area too 
close to a Newmarket 
horse walk would 
pose a “considerable 
risk” to horses, riders 
and members of the 
public. 

Forest Heath District 
Council has launched a 
consultation which could 
result in a play area for 
youngsters living in the 
former Phantom and 
Moreton stud site off 
Exning Road. 

The piece of land near 
Frampton Close is 
bordered by a horse walk 
on one side, the Yellow 
Brick Road on the other 
and is roughly half the 
size of Newmarket’s 
George Lambton Playing 
Fields. 

When asked about the 
proposals, William Gittus, 
managing director of the 
Jockey Club Estates, and 
trainers operating nearby 
said the location of a play 
area too close to the horse

walk would be risky. 

Mr Gittus said in a letter 
to Forest Heath District 
Council: ‘All of the trainers 
consulted and I fully 
support the development 
of play areas which 
encourage children to play 
in a safe and healthy way. 

“However, it was felt 
most strongly that the 
proposed location of this 
particular play area 
adjoining a horse walk 
which (once the 
development at 

Millennium Stables is 
completed) will be used by 
hundreds of horses every 
day poses a considerable 
risk to the health and 
safety of horses and riders 
and to members of the 
public if horses become 
rider-less. 

“We are unable to think 
of any mitigation measures 
which would permit the 
safe development of a play 
area in this location.” 

He said if a play area 


was positioned at least 30 
metres from the horse 
walk it was possible a play 
area could be drawn up 
which would be less 
hazardous for the horses 
using the horse walk. 

Forest Heath has set 
aside funding for the 
project. 

Cllr Joy Uney of 
Newmarket Town Council, 
who previously paid a site 
visit to the area with Forest 
Heath officers, said the 
consultation had just 
started. She said there was 
a shortage of open space 
for the children to play on 
which had led to discord 
between residents. 

She said: “The estate has 
been there for some time 
but it’s still relatively new 
with very little open space 
and the consequence is 
children sometimes play 
in or adjacent to car parks 
so of course that causes 
friction between the car 
owners and the children 
and the parents of the 
children.”

Sir, When the big money supermarkets come 
knocking at Forest Heath District Council's door 
it begs the question 'who actually runs the town?' 
(Superstores 'would cost town centre millions', 
News, July 4). 

When the market traders requested a move to 
the High Street it was an impossible request 
because the high street apparently was too 
narrow. Strange how now the market square is 
being discussed as a location for a cinema the 
High Street has become wider and a possibility to 
relocate to. 

How many more supermarkets can we take in 
the town and what effect will they have on the 
poor retail outlets central to Newmarket? What 
effect will they have on the parking spaces for 
shoppers if more supermarkets and a cinema 
become central facilities to the town. The High 
Street retailers will not benefit from a cinema as 
these facilities are self-contained units selling food 
and refreshments for their customers. The town 
centre will lose 70 parking spaces five days a 
week and seven nights a week. Yet another reason 
not to visit Newmarket for shopping will be the 
problem of parking their car. 

More and larger supermarkets means a greater 
range of products impacting a strangle on the 
High Street. When that happens what do Forest 
Heath propose to do - unbelievably allow 
supermarkets into central Newmarket. 

Within the last four years Forest Heath has had 
its markets out for tender and some very capable 
operators have shown interest in taking control to 
run them. All without exception said it was not 
viable because of the running costs provided by 
Forest Heath. It transpires these costs were figures 
loaded by £40,000 pa for refuse collection. 

You have to ask yourself if this was a mistake or 
perhaps by design to prevent the market 
becoming too established to move should a 
supermarket ever want a central location. 

Are these decisions really being made for the 
benefit of the town and have they really got a 
long-term vision for the town. If they had would 
they need to employ the services of Strategic 
Perspectives LLP for a 71 -page report to tell them 
what they need to do.

WINDOW boxes are 
blooming once again 
outside a Newmarket 
house which was targeted 
by flower thieves. 

Alison and John Simpson 
got home after attending a 
wedding reception to find 
three of their four flower boxes 
had vanished. 

The boxes went missing 
between 8am on Saturday, 
June 23 and 4pm the next day. 

Mr Simpson, 58, whose 
hanging baskets won a 
Newmarket in Bloom award 
last year, immediately penned 
a note he placed in the 
window above the remaining 
box telling the thieves: “You 
missed one”. 

He said: “My wife said go 
and have a look around, but 
it’s not worth it. They are 
probably in someone’s garden 
now or a dustbin somewhere. I 
was a bit angry at the time but 
these things happen.” 

Mr Simpson said it was a 
mindless act that spoiled other 
people’s enjoyment and he was 
considering not displaying the 


containers next year as a 
result. He said: “It might stop 
me putting the boxes out but 
we will wait and see what the 
next year brings.” 

He filled the empty sills 
with three boxes of brightly- 
coloured blooms including 
dahlias and trailing begonias at 
the start of July - but these 
containers have been fixed to 
the walls and Mrs Simpson, 
57, said any prospective

thieves would need a pair of 
bolt cutters to make off with 
them this time. 

She said her husband had 
been putting the boxes out for 
about 15 years and only once 
before had one been damaged. 

She said she hoped boxes 
were being well looked after. 
She said: “It’s not nice to take 
things like that but you think 
nobody got hurt, that’s always 
top of my list.”

Riderless horse smashes window 


A RIDERLESS horse 
careered into the front of a 
Newmarket restaurant. 
White skid marks on the 
ground outside Turkuaz 
show where the animal 
tried to stop before 
crashing into the window 
on Monday. 

The safety glass shattered 
but remained in place and 
the force of the horse 
hitting the glass also 
cracked the work surface 
behind the window inside 
the Crown Walk restaurant. 
Chris Wall, trainer at the 


Induna Stables in Fordham 
Road the horse bolted 
from, said it was fortunate 
the 3-year-old bay had not 
encountered any vehicles 
or people on her travels. 

He said: "She was lucky - 
she must have been born 
under a lucky star. 

"It could have been a lot 
worse than it was and we 
are trying to take steps to 
ensure that sort of thing 
doesn't happen again." 

She was being led onto a 
horse walker for exercise at 
about 8.45am but spooked 


and made a run for it, 
ending up in Fordham 
Road where she began a 
lengthy gallop into town 
before swerving into 
Crown Walk. 

Mr Wall said he had 
spotted the horse galloping 
down Fordham Road from 
the Severals and he and 
Toby Coles, another trainer 
who had heard the animal 
galloping, ran to the 
rescue. The horse was 
quickly collected and Mr 
Wall promised to foot the 
repair bill. 


Mr Wall said: "The horse is 
fine. She had a cut on her 
chest which had to have 
some stitches but no 
serious injuries." 

Bulent 'Brian' Celik, 
Turkuaz's owner, said: "I 
was a bit shocked - how 
often do you have a horse 
running into your window? 
"You have probably got as 
much chance of winning 
the lottery as this 
happening to you." 

The restaurant, which was 
closed at the time, opened 
later that day as normal.

Decision looms 
on GP services 


ALMOST 150 peo¬ 
ple attended a 
meeting about the 
out-of-hours GP 
service ahead of a 
meeting tomorrow, 
where a decision is 
likely to be announ¬ 
ced. 

Ninety-nine people 
signed in at the drop-in 
event in Newmarket’s 
Memorial Hall on June 
26 but the provider of 
Suffolk’s out-of-hours 
service, Harmoni, 
believes the number of 
visitors was nearer 150. 

The meeting was held 
following the closure of 
the out-of-hours base at 
Newmarket Hospital in 
February. People in need 
of an out-of-hours 
appointments now have 
to travel to nearby 
towns or are visited at 
home. 

Dr David Lee, regional 
medical director for 
Harmoni which hosted 
the forum, said: “The 
event was very well 
attended, giving people 
an opportunity to

understand more about 
how our service works. 
People were able to talk 
to members of our 
operational, clinical and 
senior management 
team. 

“We were able to offer 
reassurance to people 
that the out-of-hours 
service will continue to 
be available and that 
people who are unable 
to travel easily will be 
visited at home.” 

But Cllr Warwick 
Hirst of Newmarket 
Town Council and 
chairman of Newmarket 
Health Forum, an 
independent body 
created to look after the 
interests of the town, 
said the people he had 
spoken to were “very 
disappointed” with the 
forum. 

He said: "People go to 
change it (the situation) 
and get a series of suits 
who say this is what we 
are doing and that’s it. It 
was a very frustrating 
meeting for people.” 

Cllr Hirst and Cllr 


Shirley Crickmere, also 
of the town council and 
health forum, will 
attend the meeting of 
Suffolk County 

Council’s health 
scrutiny committee in 
Ipswich tomorrow. 

They will hand over a 
petition signed by 
hundreds of people call¬ 
ing for the reinstatement 
of the service at 
Newmarket Hospital 
and they will also speak 
in front of the 
committee. 

Cllr Hirst said: “What 
I’m personally hoping is 
that somebody outside 
Harmoni and the NHS is 
commissioned to look at 
the impact of this and 
do a proper consultation 
on it. There is no corr¬ 
elation really between 
the figures they quoted 
and the experience we 
have had.” 

The committee will 
make a recommendation 
on the changes intro¬ 
duced by Harmoni to 
the county’s out-of- 
hours service, which 
NHS Suffolk is expected 
to accept. 


WALKERS are being told to 
stay off the gallops before 1pm 
after a rider fell off his horse 
because it was being chased by 
dogs. 

The Jockey Club Estates, 
which owns Newmarket 
Heath, is updating its public 
access policy following the 
accident in June and some near 
misses involving children 
along the racecourse road to 
the Rowley Mile and incidents 
involving horses and walkers 
at the bottom of Side Hill over 
the last year. 

But the Jockey Club is 
fencing off an area measuring 
around 600 metres by 20 
metres alongside Side Hill 
Stud which the public will be 
allowed to use before 1pm. 

There will be no public 
access to the gallops before 
lpm but walkers will be 
allowed to use the training 
grounds after this time as long 
as no racehorses are there. 

Nick Patton, Newmarket 
training grounds manager for 
the Jockey Club, said as the 
landowners they must ensure 
the safety of all users. 

George McGrath, president 
of the National Association of 
Stable Staff, said: “We are 
delighted with these new 
measures. The riding of race¬ 
horses is a dangerous occu¬ 
pation at the best of times.”

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Walking entire coast 
is positive step for me

D epression, 

for me, is like 
a switch being 
thrown in my brain," 
says Stuart Jessup. 

"The world suddenly 
becomes blank and 
pointless, and it's like 
you're watching the 
world as an outsider. 

"We all have bad days, 
but it's very different from 
just'feeling down'. It 
almost feels like it's too 
hard to think." 

Stuart has had chronic 
depression for much of his 
life but, like many people, 
chose to keep quiet about 
it. Until now. 

He's just completed a 
remarkable challenge: a 
gruelling 2,600-mile, 
eight-month walk around 
the edge of England, along 
with his faithful pooch, 
Poppy. The purpose? To 
raise funds for mental 
health charities, but also 
simply to get people 
talking about depression. 

"It's trying to make it 
more normal, rather than 
such a huge issue, because 
so many people have 
problems from time to 
time," says the 52-year- 
old. 

"There's a statistic of 
one in four, and what the 
walk's done is brought

that statistic to life," adds 
his wife, Kate, who was 
with him for a week in 
every month. "Everybody 
we met had a story about 
themselves, or their family, 
or friends." 

Growing up in Kent, 
Stuart, who's naturally shy, 
first became depressed as 
a teenager. "It started 
when I was moved from 
primary school to 
secondary school," he 
recalls. "I didn't make 
friends very well, and I 
became very lonely." 

A difficult home life 
didn't help, as Stuart's 
mother also had 
depression: "She was 
quite distant, and she 
struggled with bringing up 
children when she wasn't 
feeling right. I was very 
withdrawn, and lacking in 
self-confidence. I felt 
different from everyone 
else, that I didn't fit in, so I 
threw myself into 
academic work as a way 
of coping." 

Stuart battled the 
condition throughout his 
20s, but wasn't officially 
diagnosed until he was 33. 
"I was a typical bloke, I 
guess. I'd tried to pretend 
everything was all right for 


a longtime, but kept 
everything hidden and 
bottled up. 

"Then I had what in the 
past would have been 
called 'a breakdown': one 
day I just couldn't stop 
crying, I couldn't carry 
on." His then wife, 
Margaret, duly marched 
him off to the doctor, and 
having the official 
diagnosis was, he says, "a 
great relief. 

"After my breakdown, it 
took about 18 months 
before I started to feel 
normal again. But over 
time, with drugs and 
therapy and learning how 
to manage it, now the 
episodes I get only last a 
few days. And walking has 
been a way of dealing 
with it: over the years I've 
walked more ana more." 

Sadly, Margaret died of 
breast cancer in 2005, and 
Stuart completed a two- 
week charity walk in her 
memory. He loved the 
experience, "and I always 
thought I'd like to do 
something more significant 
at some point, but 
assumed I'd do that when 
I retired." 

He mentioned his 
vague plan to Kate last 


February, "and Kate said 
'just go and do it! You 
never know what's going 
to happen'. She was 
perhaps a tad too 
enthusiastic about having 
me gone for a while!" 

But Kate was adamant: 
"To me if you've got 
depression, which is pretty 
crappy to deal with 
anyway, and you want to 
do something positive 
about it, I just couldn't see 
any reason to say no." 

The first step was to 
resign from his job, as a 
maths teacher at 
Cambridge Centre for 
Sixth Form Studies. Was 
that scary? "It was, yes, 
and not just the resigning. 

I had to explain why I was 
doing the walk, ana a lot 
of people didn't know that 
I'd suffered from 
depression. 

"People are afraid of the 
reactions of other people," 
he explains. "There's still a 
lot of misunderstanding, 
and also a fear of 
employers' reaction to it: 
am I going to be seen as 
weak? As not right for 
promotion? So I've only 
really talked openly about 
it in the last year or two for 
that reason." 

With the walk all 
planned, early last 
October Stuart and Poppy 
left Tower Bridge and

school leavers' balls

started walking clockwise 
around the border of 
England, a trek that would 
take them along beaches 
and cliffs, over hills and 
through ports, come rain, 
wind or shine. 

But rather than carrying 
heavy camping equipment 
on his back, the intrepid 
trekker bought a 
campervan to sleep in. This 
meant parking up, walking 
for roughly 15 miles, then 
catching a bus back to his 
mobile bedroom at the end 
of each day before driving 
to the next starting point. 

Yet Stuart insists that 
retracing his steps wasn't 
disheartening: "You get 
used to it, but I did spend 
more time planning the 
buses than planning the 
walk itself!" 

Walking for seven hours 
a day, six days a week, had 
a wonderfully positive 
effect on Stuart's mental 
health. "I keep a mood 
diary, as part of managing it, 
and it's scored out of five. 
When I was on the walk, it 
was all fours and fives," he 
says. 

"I was doing a lot of the 
things that are 
recommended: physical 
exercise, being out in the 
open air, and looking after a 
dog. 

"And Poppy made a big 
difference to the walk: 
people would stop to talk 
to us, so I've had a lot of 
conversations about the 
walk, and mental health, 
just through her." 

In fact Poppy proved 
such an ice-breaker that, 
when she pulled a ligament 
and had to come back to 
Cambridge to recuperate, 
Stuart found it tough - and 
not just because he missed 
her. "She's a great 
companion, and in those 
two weeks, hardly anyone 
stopped to talk to me! A 
bloke walking on his own is 
very different from a dog 
out with its owner. 

"She's been a real 
ambassador for the walk, so 
I take her along to the talks 
that I do. I've done talks en 
route, to Rotary groups and 
mental health groups, and 
I've got a number lined up, 
so we're carrying on for the 
rest of the year, fundraising 
and campaigning." 

Much of the PR side - 
like arranging local radio 
interviews and handling the 
social networking sites - has 


been organised by Kate, a 
motivational speaker and 
trainer. 

"There was quite a lot of 
pressure, but it was fantastic 
to see the results," she says. 
"We had emails saying 'We 
are so grateful for what you 
are doing, I've got up today 
and opened the curtains for 
the first time', or 'I've been 
inspired to go for a walk'. 
Those little things, actually 
touching individuals along 
the way, have been 
tremendous." 

An active Twitter 
campaign also struck gold, 
as it led to Stuart being 
interviewed by Clare 
Balding for a prestigious 
radio snow. 

"One of our Twitter 
followers spotted that Radio 
4 wanted to do a series 
about walking with dogs, so 
she put us forward," says 
Kate. "Clare came and 
walked with us for three 
hours, from Flamborough 
Head to Bridlington, which 
was great." 

"She's very straight¬ 
forward and easy to talk 
to," adds Stuart. "And we 
were quite pleased that, 
when they edited the 
programme together, they 
focused on the mental 
health side of things, rather 
than just the dog!" 

Naturally there were ups 
and downs, the 'downs' 
including a cancelled bus 
service at the end of one 
day ("I uttered a few swear 
words, and then walked 
back,") and a nasty flu bug 
that left Stuart stranded in a 
Cornwall campsite just 
before Christmas. "It was 
this horrible, stormy, wet 
week, and I was just holed 
up in the campervan. I 
could just about manage to 
take the dog out, but 
couldn't stray too far from a 
toilet! 

"At that point I thought 
'Oh God, am I ever going 
to get round?' But the 
funny thing is I never 
thought about giving up. 
Once you've started, it's 
almost like a job: you've 
just got to carry on and 
finish it." 

But the 'ups' made it all 
worthwhile, like the miles 
and miles of breathtaking 
scenery. For Stuart, the 
West Country was the most 
beautiful: "but tempered 
by the fact that walking 
round Devon and Cornwall 
is equivalent to climbing 


Everest four times, in terms 
of the amount of climbing 
and walking uphill that you 
do, so it's very tiring." 

Yet as the finish line 
neared, what surprised 
Stuart was that, rather than 
being excited, he became 
increasingly sorry that the 
walk was coming to an 
end. 

"I could quite happily 
have carried on," he shrugs. 
"I got very settled into that 
as a way of life, and was 
worriea about coming back 
to normal life, and whether 
I'd cope. 

"My mood had been so 
good, so I was thinking 'is 
this going to carry on?' It's 
been OK so far, but I'm 
definitely keeping busy, to 
make sure that I don't 
collapse in front of daytime 
TV!" 

In September, Stuart will 
return to Cambridge Centre 
for Sixth Form Studies, as 
by chance a vacancy has 
arisen. But he'll never forget 
his walk. "It's probably fair 
to say that it's changed my 
life, and changed the way I 
look at things," he says. 

"For instance when I go 
back, I'll just be working 
part-time, and doing 
voluntary work for a day a 
week. It's definitely made 
me realise that I want to do 
more to help people, and 
be less focused on the daily 
grind and earning money." 

So would he 

recommend it? "I wouldn't 
say everyone should go and 
do a long walk, it's more 
about following your 
dream," he says. "If there's 
something you really want 
to do - it might be travelling 
the world, or becoming an 
artist - don't put it off." 

I Stuart is raising money 
for mental health charities 
SANE and Anxiety UK. 
He's raised more than 
£11,700 so far, but hopes 
to do more.

If you think you might be 
depressed, Stuart's advice 
is to get talking: "It 
doesn't have to be a 
professional: just find a 
friend, a family member, 
or someone you can be 
open with, because 
something happens when 
you admit it - it's a bit like 
releasing a burden."

With his latest appearance at Cambridge Arts Theatre, former 
Time Lord Colin Baker tells PAUL KIRKLEY about stepping into 
John Thaw’s shoes as Inspector Morse and coming to terms with 
his “summary departure” from Doctor Who 



C OLIN Baker is on a high - 
literally. The actor has 
driven to the top of a 
Derbyshire peak to get a good 
enough phone signal to talk to 
The Guide. But he’s also buzzing 
about his latest project, taking the 
lead in novelist Chris Paling’s first 
stage play, The Final Test. 

Baker plays Peter, a cricket obsessive 
whose comfortable slide into his dotage is 
rudely interrupted when his wife 
announces she’s sold the house and is 
upping sticks with her lover. Peter deals 
with this in the only way he knows how - 
by staying put in the garden and listening 
to the test match on the radio. Which 
comes as something of a surprise to the 
house’s new owners ... 

“When I read it, I knew I had to do it,” 
says Baker, who turned 69 a few weeks 
ago. “I’m appalled to say it coincides so 
much with many of my characteristics. It 
was a part I had to play.” 

Born in London but raised in Rochdale, 
Baker made his name in the mid-70s in the 
BBC’s hit trucking saga The Brothers , 
playing the villainous merchant banker 
Paul Merroney. 

In 1983, he won the part of the sixth 
Doctor Who (OK, OK, he won the part of 
the sixth Doctor in Doctor Who - don’t 
write in) after impressing producer John 
Nathan-Turner while holding court at a 
mutual acquaintance’s wedding reception. 
He confidently claimed his intention to 


beat Tom Baker’s record-breaking seven- 
year stint in the Tardis. Sadly, things didn’t 
quite work out that way: midway through 
Baker’s first season as a particularly 
waspish, spectacularly badly dressed 
incarnation of the Time Lord, the BBC 
announced plans to axe Doctor Who. 

A relaunch following a public outcry 
proved a flop, and Baker was sacked - a 
perverse decision since he was about the 
only good thing in it at the time. 

Baker refused the BBC’s request to 
come back and film a final “regeneration” 
story, so they had to settle for his 
successor Sylvester McCoy in an 
unconvincing curly blonde wig instead. 
But at the turn of the century, he became 
one of several past Doctors to reprise his 
role for a popular series of audio dramas. 
He showed exactly what he could do when 
served with better scripts and was 
rewarded by being named the best actor in 
the range by fans. And in 2011 his 
rehabilitation was completed when he was 
voted to succeed such luminaries as Jon 
Pertwee and Brigadier actor Nicholas 
Courtney as honorary president of the 
Doctor Who Appreciation Society. 

Meanwhile, he has carved out a career 
as one of British theatre’s most reliable 
leading men in everything from Timothy 
West’s production of HMS Pinafore to She 
Stoops to Conquer (alongside ex-wife 
Liza Goddard, no less) and last year’s 
House of Ghosts - in which he stepped 
into the late John Thaw’s sizeable brogues 
to play Inspector Morse. 

The Final Test arrived in Cambridge on 


Monday for a five-night run at the Arts 
Theatre. Before that, though, What’s On 
found Baker in ebullient form, despite the 
Derbyshire drizzle . .. 

Hi Colin - how is the run going so far? 
It’s going very well. I mean, it’s quite 
tough getting audiences in theatres at the 
moment. And being a new play, we’re 
competing with all sorts of stuff where 
people know what they’re getting. Nobody 
knows what this is yet. 

We also have to persuade people it’s not 
about cricket, because there are two things 
you don’t want: one is people not coming 
because they think it’s about cricket, and 
the other is people coming because they 
think it is about cricket. It’s about 
marriage, and it’s about obsession, really. 
One of your most recent roles before 
this was playing Inspector Morse - was 


that a daunting prospect? 

It was a bit of a daunting prospect, yes. 

But I was so flattered by being offered it - 
the director and producer contacted me 
and said they wanted me to do it - and 
that’s very enabling. If you don’t have to 
fight for a part, and they say: ‘We think 
you’re the right person for it’, that’s a very 
rare thing in this business. Funnily 
enough, the only other part that ever came 
to me that way was Doctor Who. I didn’t 
have to audition for that, either. 

Have you come to terms with what 
happened, or does it still rankle? 

I’ve come to terms with it, yes. You have 
to. Looking back with grumpiness doesn’t 
make for a happy life, does it? And it’s all 
been for a purpose - I’ve had a perfectly 
good career since and maybe it would 
have been a mistake to do seven years, as I 


originally threatened! 

It’s the apple of the BBC’s eye now, isn’t 
it, which is the exact opposite of your 
day. 

I know, I do envy the three most recent 
Doctors because the BBC have suddenly 
realised they’ve got a golden egg in their 
hands. And they had it then, but the BBC 
back then seemed to be almost 
embarrassed about having popular 
programmes. Now, with all the reality 
television, they’re falling over themselves 
to reach the lowest common denominator. 
So it’s quite nice that a programme that 
actually does have high production 
standards like Doctor Who is extremely 
successful. 

You were the first famous person I ever 
interviewed. As a teenager in the late 
80s, I was doing a little photocopied 
Doctor Who fanzine selling about 100 
copies, and you gave me about two 
hours of your time, backstage at the 
Grand Theatre in Leeds before a show, 
for free, even though there was nothing 
in it for you. I’ve never forgotten that. 
Well thank you for saying that. Because, to 
be quite brutal, I probably wouldn’t do it 
now. I need my kip between shows now! 

I don’t know whether people have changed 
but, back then, genuine young enthusiasm 
was kind of infectious. Young people now 
just seem to want to know how to become 
an actor. If they say ‘How do I be like 
you?’ I say ‘Do it for 40 years and see 
what happens’. Perhaps I’m a little less 
tolerant. I’ve got grumpier. But it’s always 
nice to hear that I was nice once.

Avoid 


pitfalls of posted plants 


by Hannah Stephenson 


I F YOU’RE among the 
unlucky people who order 
their plants by post and have 
received dead or dying plants, 
battered bulbs and dried-out 
specimens, help is at hand. 

Which? Gardening, the Consumers’ 
Association magazine, has just launched 
a Better Plants By Post campaign to 
make people aware of their rights and 
encourage retailers to improve their 
services. 

This followed a survey it carried out 
among customers who have bought 
plants online or by mail order/phone in 
the past two years. 

Some 36% of respondents had 
experienced a problem when buying 
plants in this way, with the most 
common complaint being the quality of 
plants or bulbs provided, packages left 
on the doorstep while customers were 
away and damaged packaging. 

Others received dead or dying plants, 
specimens that were too small or which 
quickly succumbed to disease and some

Only half of those who complained The survey also asked customers to 

received replacements, while a fifth rate the service they had received from 


26 retailers. 

David Austin Roses, Bloms Bulbs, 
Crocus and Sarah Raven came out top 
for customer satisfaction, while Garden 
Bargains, Spalding Bulbs and Bakker 
were at the bottom. 

In its latest issue, the magazine offers 
tips on what you should do when faced 
with common problems and your legal 
rights. 

If you receive a plant you think is 
dead, the Sale of Goods Act 1979 says 
that you are entitled to a refund as long 
as you have notified the retailer of the 
problem within ‘a reasonable time’. 
What is reasonable depends on the 
circumstances, but is typically three to 
four weeks, or less, from when the 
goods are received. Contact the seller as 
soon as you know there’s a problem. 

Similarly, if a plant you receive is 
diseased, you can ask for your money 
back within a reasonable time, or a 
replacement. In the first six months, the 
onus is on the seller to prove the plants 
weren’t supplied diseased rather than 
you having to prove that they were. 

It makes no difference if the plants 
were damaged before they were sent or 
in transit, it’s the seller's responsibility, 
so you can ask for your money back 
within a reasonable time, or a 
replacement. Don’t let the seller put the 
onus on you to take it up with the 
courier they used. 

If you’re worried you haven’t received 
the plant you ordered, but won't know 
until it flowers or fruits, you can ask for 
a refund (you could argue you have 
more than the usual ‘reasonable time’ as 


you couldn’t know the problem until it 
flowers) or a replacement, sent at the 
seller's expense. Raise your concern 
with the seller as soon as you suspect 
they’ve sent you the wrong plant. 

If you ordered a plant but by the time 
it was delivered the window for planting 
it or potting it up had passed and a 
specific date had been given for 
delivery, you could argue that time was 
of the essence in the contract and that by 
failing to deliver by that date, the seller 
breached the contract. You should get a 
refund. 

If no specific delivery date was given, 
the seller should have delivered within a 
reasonable time. The reasonable time 
would depend on the circumstances and 
the window for planting the plant you 
ordered. 

The campaign is urging retailers to 
adopt 10 key criteria - some legal 
obligations, others just good practice - 
to improve their service. 

These include giving an accurate 
description of the plant (including its 
size) and flagging up any particular 
growing requirements, adopting strict 
quality control measures before the 
plants are sent out and ensuring 
packaging is secure enough to 
completely protect the plant in transit.

THE first Go Electric 
event took place outside 
the Napp building on 
Cambridge’s Science Park 
on Thursday, writes Mike 
Scialom. 

The event was intended 
for anyone who’s wondered 
what it’s like to drive an 
electric car or van or for 
those wishing to try out a 
new electric bike. 

Go Electric was sponsored 
and hosted by Napp and 
supported by Marshalls, 
Allied Vehicles, Renault, 
Environment Agency, Zip- 
car, Evalu8, The Electric 
Transport Shop, Dutch 
Bikes and Electric Travel. 

“The great thing about the 
Go Electric event is the 
opportunity to actually ride 
or drive electric vehicles. 
We believe this is the first 
event of its kind in 


Cambridge,” said Tony 
Clayton, coordinator of the 
Travel Plan-1- project (TP+) 
which organised the event. 
“We’ve brought together a 
wide range of fully electric 
cars, vans and bicycles in 
one place to give commuters 
and businesses the chance 
to find out what all the fuss 
is about and speak directly 
to the experts. I think 
commuters will be surprised 
at the range of vehicles 
already on the market. 

“Events organised by TP+ 
are organised, fun and 
informative,” said Eddie 
Kehoe of Mill Road-based 
The Electric Transport 
Shop. “I am certain there are 
quite a few empty car park 
spaces in the Science Park 
area as a result,” Eddie 
added. 

A quick tour of the site 
revealed a depth of 


enthusiasm and knowledge 
which was very helpful. 

“We have to encourage 
people from outside the city 
to travel in more sustainable 
ways,” said Cambridge City 
Council’s principal planning 
officer Myles Greensmith. 
“Perhaps on electric bikes!” 

Evalu8 puts in the 
charging posts which are 
vital for electric transport to 
succeed. On the stand was 
Russell Fenner. “If you’re 
going shopping it’s a bit of a 
mindset change,” Russell 
said of the charging 
protocol. “So you’ll be 
topping up while you’re out 
and about, say while you’re 
in the shops - it’s going to 
be an evolving system but 
putting the charging posts in 
place is an encouragement 
going forward.” Businesses 
wanting to install a charging 
post can get a 50-70 per cent 


discount - more at 
www. evalu8-ti. org. uk. 

Peter Coleman, pictured 
right with the Zero XU 
electric bike, was on the 
Supamoto stand. Chester- 
ton-based Supamoto has 
just taken on the US-made 
Zero range, thanks to a deal 
with Cambridge-based UK 
distributor Dan Lynch. “Dan 
used to work for Suzuki 
who we deal with and he’s 
moved on to Zero for a 
challenge - we’re just 
starting to get our heads 
round the range,” Peter 
explained. Supamoto will 
have Zero demonstrators in 
the Chesterton outlet later 
this month, with prices 
starting from £6,500 and 
ranges starting at 40 miles 
with a top speed of 90mph. 
The top-spec model has a 
range of 114 miles and is 
priced at £11,500. 


Hugh Salt on the Dutch 
Bike stand has long been an 
electric bike enthusiast. “We 
only do electric Dutch 
bikes,” Hugh explained. 
“People never lost the 
cycling culture in Holland 
and we’re now scrabbling to 
get it back again.”

ROB Huff reacted bullishly to 
the news that Chevrolet are to 
pull out of the World Touring 
Car Championship at the end 
of the season.

At least 
this gives us ample time.” 

The shock announcement 
came during the champion¬ 


ship’s mid-season break, with 
Huff and team-mates Yvan 
Muller and Alain Menu 
heading to Brazil for the next 
race weekend on July 21 and 
22 . 

It is the first of five 
remaining meetings leading to 
the finale in Macau from 
November 15. 

And Huff said: “I’ve got to 
stay focused on the job in 
hand. It makes me want to 
win it this year than ever 
before, to make sure I’ve got 
something solid behind me to 
help sort something out for 
next year.” 

Chevrolet’s Cruze has 
dominated the series for most 
of the last three seasons, with 
defending champion Muller 
leading this season on 245 
points. Huff has 227 and 
Menu 210, giving Chevrolet a 
lead of almost 200 points in 
the constructors’ standings. 

The manufacturers’ 

motorsport manager Eric Neve 
said: “Naturally, making this 
announcement comes with 
very mixed emotions.

However, Gosden outlined why Ladbrokes St 


Leger second-favourite Michelangelo was 
taking in a Classic trial at Glorious Goodwood 
rather than run at Newmarket on the opening 
day of the Piper Heidsieck July Festival 
tomorrow (Thursday). 

There has been plenty of money for the 
recent Newmarket winner, who sits 
only behind the odds-on Camelot in the 
Doncaster betting. 

Gosden, winner of the Leger for the last two 
seasons, said he was running Shantaram 
instead in the festival-opening Bahrain Trophy. 

“I’m not sure we’ll run both of them - 
Shantaram will probably run and we were 


more thinking of the Gordon Stakes at 
Goodwood with Michelangelo,” said 
the trainer. 

Last year’s Leger winner Masked Marvel 
won the Bahrain Trophy 12 months ago and 
Gosden said: “He was entered in the Princess 
of Wales’s Stakes (tomorrow) but we’ll watch 
the ground.
